1  FOOD. 


To  ns,  bananas,  are  a  tropical  In: 
eaten  and  enjoyed  as  such;  hut  they  1 
staple  Article  of  food  in  some  parts  01 
world;  and,  According  to  Humboldt,  nn 
eere  of  bananas  will  produce  as  much  fen-d 
for  A  man  as  twenty-five  seres  of  wheat 
It  b  tbe  ease  with  which  bananas  are  grown 
that  b  the  great  obstacle  to  civilization  iu 
some  tropical  countries.  It  b  so  cosy  to  g  t 
e  living  without  work  that  no  effort  will 
ever  be  made,  and  the  men  become  lazy 
end  intolerably  shiftless.  All  that  b  need, 
ed  b  to  stick  a  cutting  into  the  ground. 
It  will  ripen  its  fruit  in  twelve  or  thirteen 
months,  without  further  care,  each 
having  from  seventy-five  to  one  hundred 
And  seventy-five  bananas;  and  when 
dies  down,  after  fruiting,  new  shoot*  spring 
up  to  take  its  place.  In  regions  wher 
frost  ever  reaches,  bananas  Are  fonnd  in  all 
stages  of  growth,  ripening  their  fruit  every 
day  and  month  in  tbe  year.  In  Florida, 
bananas  Are  arte  naively  grown.
